His al­ 
leged confession had been intro­ 
du ced as ev idence. 
Witness after witness was ex ­ 
amined du ring the trial today 
as the state attempted to show 
that Mrs. Cole had k nowledge of 
and was a part of the conspiracy 
to mu rder her hu sband. 
When cou rt was re-conv ened 
after the noon recess, the cou rt 
room was pack ed with spectators 
standing in ev ery av ailable space 
and cArerflowing into the corri­ 
dor. 
Before the testimony was re­ 
su med, Ju dge Titsworth ask ed 
for the co-operation of the spec­ 
tators in k eeping order and to 
mak e no demonstrations ov er the 
testimony .

Mrs. Cole and she was ask ed to 
sign it. It was also shown that 
Wiggins suggested that the con-

Cole said that she recognized, 
Jordan in his car on top of a 
near-by hill to that she recog­ 
nized the car, but was not posi- 
tive of her identification of Jor­ 
dan.

He also iden- 
j tiffed the two confessions of Mrs.

! fied that he was present as a no­ 
tary public to witness the signa­ 
tures on the confessions. 
Johnson admitted, on cross 
examination, that he was not 
present during the questioning 
of the defendant. Mr. Kiplinger 
succeeded 
in getting Johnson 
confused as tc identity of state’s 
exhibits number 10 and 11. When 
ask ed why he was there at the 
signing of the confessions John­ 
son admitted that Bussell had 
ask ed him to ‘come along and 
sit in on the big windup" as a 
newspaper reporter and a per­ 
sonal friend of the prosecutor. 
Johnson also testified that to his 
k nowledge no counsel was pres­ 
ent to advise the defendant when 
she signed the confession. The 
witness was not clear about any 
of the details in regard to the 
confession of Mrs. Cole and he 
couldn’t remember of any chang­ 
es made in the confession. 
Walter Montgomery was next 
called to the stand. He testified 
to finding the gun in his corn 
field as he and his son were 
husk ing corn the day before the 
November election. He said that 
the gun, a 32 calibre revolver, 
had been fired four times and 
had one loaded shell in it. He 
emptied the discharged shells on 
the ground and mark ed the load­ 
ed shell for further identifica­ 
tion. He later recovered three of 
the discharged shells, he said. 
His son, Willard Montgomery, 
followed on the witness stand 
with his testimony the same as 
his father, with the exception 
that he was able to identify the 
discharged shells. 
George Fletcher, foreman at the 
Chaplin-Price 
Steel 
Co., 
In­ 
dianapolis, was the fifth witness 
on the stand. He identified the 
gun found in the cornfield as the 
one he had previously seen Frank 
Jordan have in his possession 
when he was a gate tender at 
the Chaplin-Price Steel Com­ 
pany’s plant. 
The cross-examination 
tried 
to break the witness’ identifi­ 
cation of the gun on the grounds 
that 
the 
witness’ 
mark s 
of 
identification could be found on 
any similar gun, but the attorney 
was unsuccessful. 
John Mabley. an employee of 
the Chaplin-Price Steel Company 
of Indianapolis, was the next 
witness for the state. He testified 
to the ownership of the gun al­ 
leged to have been used in k ill­ 
ing Raymond Cole. He identified 
the gun as one he saw in the 
possession of Frank Jordan. 
Mr. Mabley also testified to 
having seen Marie Cole and Jor­ 
dan in a Chevrolet Sedan on 
Bourbon street in Indianapolis 
on the Wednesday before Ray­ 
mond I. Cole was murdered. 
Under cross-examination of J. 
Herbert Hartman, defense a t­ 
torney, John Mabley became con­ 
fused on his dates. He first testi­ 
fied that he saw Mrs. Cole and 
! Jordan together on Wednesday 
night and later he changed his 
testimony and said that he saw 
them together on Friday night 
before the crime. 
To Mr. Hartm an’s question, 
‘ And you are lying about it, 
aren’t you?” Mabley answered 
•Well, I just don’t seem to re­ 
member." It was then intimated 
ly the defense that the witness 
didn’t care to remember. 


Charles Rider, 17, of the United 
States Navy and stationed at 
Great Lak es, Illinois, was the 
next witness for the state. Rider 
told about hanging around the 
watchman’s shanty at the gate 
on the grounds of the Chaplin - 
Price Company where Frank Jor­ 
dan was employed. He told about 
he and a friend, Elmer Knight, 
planning to tak e a trip, “no place 
in particular on $15," and that 
Knight wanted to tak e his gun 
with him. Rider said he objected 
and that Jordan got Knight to 
give him his gun, previously iden­ 
tified as the one used to k ill Cole. 
Mr. Rider lacer was sent to get 
some shells for Jordan but the 
hardware clerk had Rider to .get 
a written request for the shells 
signed by Jordan. 
Rider also testified that he 
often saw Jordan in the company 
of Marie Cole who lived across 
the strejet from the watchman’s 
shanty/and that on several oc­ 
casions he (Rider) stayed at the 
shanty in the evening while 
Jordan was with Mrs. Cole. 
On cross examination, Mr. Kip­ 
linger brought out that Rider 
had not only seen Jordan in 
Mrs. Cole’s company three times, 
once when she used the tele­ 
phone in the watchm an’s shanty, 
once when he was talk ing to her 
in a machine and another time 
when he was talk ing to her at 
the edge of her front porch. 
Edgar McKenzie, Indianapolis 
hardware _ m erchant 
testified 
next that he sold the shells simi­ 
lar to State’s Exhibit number 13 
to Rider on the written request 
of Frank Jordan, but that the 
request was later lost. 
At this point in the trial, the 
state offiered as evidence to the 
jury the gun and the loaded shell 
tak en from th? gun by Walter 
Montgomery. 
Mark el Wyles, formerly em­ 
ployed at the Park way Garage in 
Indianapois, told of Frank Jor­ 
dan coming to the garage and 
mak ing an application for rent­ 
ing a car and placing a $10 de­ 
posit on the car and later re­ 
claiming the deposit when he 
found he would not use the car. 
The state offered the applica- | 
tion for evidence but the de-1 
fense objected on the grounds 
that Wyles did not k now Jordan 
personally and if it was he that 
signed the application. The ob­ 
jection was overruled by Judge 
Titsworth since Wyles had iden­ 
tified Jordan during the trial in 
Indianapolis. 
Playing what will probably be 
their main trump cards—the al­ 
leged confessions of Marie Cole 
and her lover, Frank Jordan— 
state’s attorneys scored decisive­ 
ly yesterday afternoon in Rush 
circuit court in building up the 
case which they hope will send 
the 25-year-old woman to the 
electric chair for her part in an 
alleged plot against the life of 
her husband,^ Raymond 
Cole, 
whose bullet-riddled body was 
found on a secluded Hancock 
county lane last November 1. 
Three statements, two bearing 
the signature of Mrs. Cole, and 
the other that of Jordan, were 
read into the record over strenu­ 
ous obj ctions of defense coun­ 
sel. They gave details of the al­ 
leged planning of Cole’s murder, 
described his death and told of 
intimate relations of Mrs. Cole 
and Jordan over a period of six 
months. 
Two of the statements alleged 
to have been obtained from the 


pair at the Hancock county jail 
last November, were read to the 
jury during the time John Nigh, 
former sheriff of Hancock coun­ 
ty, occupied the stand. Milo 
Gray, deputy prosecutor of the 
same county, was placed on the 
stand in order to get the other 
before the jury. 
Both Mrs. Cole’s and Jordan’s 
“confessions” coincided in prac­ 
tically all details. They related 
that the pair, because of their ; 
love for each other, had planned | 
for three week s to “get Cole out 
of the way.” 
* 
It was set out that Mrs. Cole, 
in the company of her husband 
last Hallowe’en night went to an 
appointed rendezvous on a lone­ 
ly road north of New Palestine 
and that they were followed to 
the scene by Jordan, who had 
borrowed an automobile from a 
friend. 
The alleged statements both 
said that Raymond Cole got out 
of his machine and walk ed to­ 
ward that of Jordan; 
that Jor­ 
dan, 
without 
warning, fired 
point-blank at Cole, who pitched 
to 
the 
ground 
crying 
“Oh, 
Marie!”; 
that Marie then got 
out of her car and entered Jor­ 
dan’s; 
that Jordan, then fired 
three more bullets into Cole’s 
prone body and tha’t they drove 
away from the scene, running 
over the body of the dead man. 
Some distance from the scene, 
the “confessions” set out, the 
death-gun was pitched into a 
cornfield. 
The third statement, made by 
Mrs. Cole allegedly, told of the 
associations between her and 
Jordan during the week - at - a 
time absences of her husband, 
who was employed at Dayton, O. 
It told how the couple would 
meet at appointed places and 


drive into the country on dates, 
often tak ing other couples with 
them.* In it Mrs. Cole said she 
had ceased to love her husband 
but feared to divorce him be­ 
cause he had threatened her 
with death if she attempted it. 
Defense Atorney John H. Kip­ 
linger, 
cross-examining 
Nigh, 
sought to bring out the state­ 
ments obtained from Mrs. Cole 
were forced and made through 
intimidation or promises of im­ 
munity.

Chicago (A.P.)—Fred Burk e’s ' 
story m ight be 
called 
'M ore 
j 
T han Two Years Later.” 
If and when he is haled into a ■ 
Chicago court room, the St. Val- 
j 
entine day gang massacre of 
1929 may get a new and perhaps 
final airing. 
Two instances of sheer coinci­ 
dence, plus the science of crime 
detection, have combined in that 
notorious case to label Burk e as 
one of the slayers. 
It happened this way, piece by 
piece: 
Seventy rounds of m achine- 
gun bullets and two shotgun 
charges were fired into the bo­ 
dies of seven members of "Bugs” 
M oran’s north side gang mob. 
The four k illers, posing as po­ 
licemen, drove away. 
In a brife traffic jam a few 
m inutes later their car was not­ 
ed by a prom inent Chicago citi­ 
zen. From police files he identi­ 
fied one of the occupants as 
Burk e. T hat was the first coin­ 
cidence. 
Later the case was scrutinized 
by ballistics experts at North­ 
western university’s crime detec­ 
tion laboratory. Calvin Goddard, 
head of the laboratory, exam in­ 
ed the bullets that had k illed the 
seven M oranites in the Clark 
street garage. 
Goddard 
k new 
that 
rifling 
m ark s rem ain on every bullet 
sent through a gun. He also 
k new that the m ark s are differ­ 
ent in every gun, and that auto­ 
m atic weapons also leave ejector 
and extractor mark s. 
W ith a double-lens microscope 
he examined them , decided that 
7 0 caVtridges had 
been 
fired , 
from two sub-m achine guns, and | 
tha t two shells had been fired 
from an autom atic shotgun. 
j 
The grooved mark ing on the 
bullets was his clue, and he ex­ 
am ined scores of suspicious guns. 
None, however, made m ark s lik e 
those left by the gang assassins. 
Each of those bullets bore a 
small -s” on the jack et, the 
m ark of a certain m anufacturer. 
Goddard learned that the groov­ 
ed m ark was used only on bul-

ARE BIG PROBLEM 


-A definite program of clean- 


ing the brooder house, a flock of 
healthy chicks to start, and a 
well balanced ration made up of 
wholesome feeds, will do much 
to bring success," was the state- 
ment of Leon Todd, Purdue 
poultryman at the Rush county 
chick metings held Wednesday. 


Mr. Todd pointed out that the 


disease problem which is a seri- 
ous handicap to poultry raisers 
everywhere, must be overcome if 
a profit will be made. Chicks 
free from disease, he asserted 
especially the Pullorum disease, 
are quite essential, and the only 
way to secure these is to buy 
properly test stock for breeding 
purposes, as there is no cure for 
the chicken. 


The importance of using clean 


ground if there were an infec- 
tion of any kind such as, cocco- 
diosis, worms or other troubles 
in the flock last year, was em- 
phasized by Mr. Todd. Clean sur- 
roundings has been found to be 
the only cure for such troubles, 
he said.

This was denied by the 
witness, .however, although he 
admitted he.. was not present 
during" all the time the woman 
was questioned. 


Nigh, on direct examination, 


testified that Airs. Cole after her 
statement sang religious songs 
in her cell at Greenfield. He 
said she was instrumental in 
getting Jordan to change an 
earlier statement of his which 
left the impression that Cole 
was the victim of hi-jackers. She 
warned Jordan, Nigh testified, to 
tell the truth and give your soul 
to God." 
The defense, in its cross-ex- 


amination, continued to stress 
its .contention that Cole was a 
bootlegger and that on his week 
end trips from Dayton, O., to his 
home in Indianapolis he stopped 
at the home of a relative near 
Connersville and brought loads 
of liquor to Indianapolis.

," Seventy rounds of machine- 
gun bullets and two shotgun 
charges 'were fired into the bo- 
dies of seven members of "Bugs" 
Moran's north side gang mob.

In a brife traffic jam a few 
minutes later their car was not- 
ed by a prominent Chicago citi- 
zen. Froni police flies hfe identi- 
fied one of the occupants as 
Burke. That was the first coin- 
cidence. 


Later the case was scrutinized 


toy ballistics experts at North- 


• -western university's crime detec- 


tion laboratory. Calvin -Goddard, 
head of the laboratory, examin- 
ed .the bullets that had killed the 


. seven Moranites in the Clark 
street garage. 


Goddard knew that rifling 


marks remain on every bullet 


* sent through a gun. He also 


knew that the marks are differ- 
ent in every gun, and that auto- 
matic weapons also leave ejector 
and extractor marks. 


With a double-lens microscope 


he examined them, decided that 
70 cartridges had been fired 
Irom two sub-machine guns, and 
that two shells .had been fired 
from an automatic shotgun. 


The grooved marking on the 


bullets was his clue, and he ex- 
amined scores of suspicious guns. 
None, however, made marks like 
those left by the gang assassins. 


Each of those bullets bore a 


small "s" on the jacket, the 
mark of a certain manufacturer. 
Goddard learned that the groov- 
ed mark was used only on bul-
